HARRISBURG W—Penney Iva ni a’s 
new' 3 per cent retail sales tax 
bounced back to the General As­ 
sembly today in a dispute over 
whether It applied also to sales at 
the manufacturing and 'wholesale 
level. 
Atty. Gen. Cohen said '’there Is 
more than a possibility" that the 
sales tax law, as written in the 
Republican-controlled Senate, Im­ 
posed the levy "at all levels of 
sales,” 
manufacturing, 
wholesale 
and retail. 
But two top Senate leaders on 
opposite sides politically in the 
tax 
controversy 
disagreed 
with 
Cohen’s views. 
"The attorney general’s Inter­ 
pretation is far-fetched and a lot 
of m alarkey," commented Chair­ 
man Kessler IR-Lancaster > of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
"It appears to me he Is playing 
politics. He is finding every pos­ 
sible way to criticize the bill as 
passed by the Legislature. There 
is no cause for alarm on the part 
of manufacturers and wholesalers. 
Our intent was to enact a retail 
sales tax and that is what counts." 
Cites Retail Intent 
Senate Democratic Leader Dent 
agreed with Kessler that the As 
sembly’s intent was to enact a 
retail sales tax. 
"I think,” Dent said. "the intent 
of the legislature was clear and 
obvious that we were adopting a 
retail sales tax. No other inter­ 
pretation can be taken regardless 
of Mr. Cohen’s legal views." 
House Democratic Leader Re ad­ 
jiger said legislative leaders and 
representatives of the Justice De­ 
partm ent would confer with Gov. 
Leader during tile day to discuss 
the possibility of corrective amend­ 
ments to the sales tax law on the 
basis cf the study the Department 
of Justice has made of the new 
sales tax law. 
May Need Correction 
Readinger, before Cohen raised 
tile question of passible application 
of the sales tax to manufacturers

I They remind one of the Boy Scout, 
doing his good deed for the day by 
helping an old lady across the street, 
only to find that the old lady wasn’t 
greatly interested in crossing Uie 
street. For years there had been 
I great opposition with the leadership 
I of the national fraternity to every 
i move made by Uiose who wanted to 
extend SAE into the northern states. 
A motion finally prevailed for ex-

Efforts to mer e having failed, ex­ 
pansion to the north finally won 
support and in 1881 the convention 
voted ‘to press on the work knowing 
no south, no north, no east, no 
west.’ When, therefore, in June of 
the following year, a charter was 
granted to four petitioning students 
at Gettysburg College, it was hoped 
that this would be the beginning of 
a continuing advance into the col­ 
leges and universities of the north. 
The fact that two of these students 
were southerners had its appeal and

Our new system of graduated penalties us aimed at 
the repeater who is the real problem in enforcing our Motor Vehicle Code. The re­ 
stricted license has been abolished. A record will be kept of all violations and these 
will be counted for penalties within a period of three years in accordance with the 
table listed below. Warnings and license suspensions, of course, can be in addition to 
such fines or oilier per allies as the law may provide. 
Along with its severities toward the habitual offender and the irresponsible driver, 
the new system allows due consideration for careful and otherwise law-abiding 
citizens who may be guilty of unintentional violations. However, even those viola­ 
tions which bring only a warning will he made part of the driver’s permanent record 
and will count toward license suspension should other violations occur. 
Strict and impartial enforcement under this new system will eventually remove 
from the road those drivers who demonstrate irresponsibility. Only by such elimina­ 
tion of the undesirable motorist can we hope to protect the good-citisen driver.
